ALBANY — With no settlement in sight, the strike of 
the Service Employees International Union Locals No. 
280 and 399 continues at Golden Gate Fields with the re- 
sultant problems for the City of Albany. 

The city is losing money both ways, it was revealed, 


when a query to the City 


Council Monday night was 


answered by City Administrator William E, Haden. He 
said the city is losing between $20,000 and $30,000 in 
racetrack ticket receipts per week, plus the cost of the 
extra policing, all of which is in overtime for a great 
many of the Albany officers on duty at the track. 


His statement brought 
out the retort of Council- 
woman.Joyce Jackson that 
the city “better be” repaid 
by Golden Gate Fields for 
the extra cost of policing. 
She said, in respect to the 
repayment, ‘*They better!’’ 
Haden could not vouch for 
the repayment. 

Police Chief James E. 
Simmons said he has had 
his “share of trouble’ at the 
track and that the policing 
is getting better as the pic- 
kets themselves are doing a 
better job of policing. At the 

resent time, there have 

een 17 arrests as a result 
of the picketing at the entr- 
ance at the foot of Bucha- 
nan to the race track. It was 
said, however, that not all 
the arrests have been pic- 
kets. Some patrons have 
been arrested and a couple 
of them have been charged 
with hit and run driving. 
The latest incident involved 
a woman who drove 
through the barricades and 
knocked down one of the 
pickets, the police reported. 

The only way Albany can 
recoup its losses, and the 
city relies heavily on the 
receipts from the track for 
its revenue, is for the strike 
to be settled quickly and 
racing resume on a full 
schedule. Mayor Robert 
Luoma said if the strike 
were to be settled quickly, it 
might be possible for the 
track to increase the 
number of races per day 
and increase the size of the

This, it is believed, 
could result in a better paid 
attendance and a larger 
payment to the city. 

In the meantime, round 
the clock talks are still un- 
derway to arrive at a solu- 
tion.

ALBANY — The National 
Association of Retired Fed- 
eral Employees is asking 
all its members to fight the 

roposed elimination of the 
loderal pension plan for 
civil service workers in 
government employment, 
according to Bert Haesloop, 
local representative. 


Haesloop said there are 
plans afoot to do away with 
the pension for those who 
are to retire in the future, 
and blanket them into the 
Social Security plan. 


“The federal employees 
are buying their retire- 
ment,” Haesloop said. “‘I 

ut into the fund from the 
irst day I started work, as 
did. all my co-workers. We 
paid for our retirement plan 
and we don’t think the fu- 
ture of federal employees 
should be jeopardized by 
the Social Security system, 
which, in, our opinion, is a 
form of insurance.” 


Haesloop pointed out that 
the moneys received by the 
retired government 
employees is subject to in- 
come tax whereas the 
moneys received by those 
on Social Security is tax 
free. He pointed out the fed- 
eral government, and the 
states, would lose millions 
of dollars per year in in- 
come taxes if the federal re- 
tirement system was 
abolished. 


In a release from the Na- 
tional Association of Re- 
tired Federal Employees, it 
was pointed out by the 
group that the switch from 
the present plan to Social 
Security would cost Ameri- 
can taxpayers more in the 
hae ahead and that itg in- 
awfully violates a con ac- 
tual agreement betwec.1 the 
federal government and its 
employees. NARFE also 
said it would adversely af- 
fect the recruitment and re- 
tention of high quality work 
forces in the different 
branches of government. 


“Federal employees buy 
their retirement,’’ Haes- 


_ loop said, ‘‘and we don’t be- 


lieve there should be a 
switch in the form of pen- 
sion, in any way, from the 
present.”’ 


‘‘Our members ask 
everyone to support 
NARFE in this fight by 
writing to our congressmen 
and senators. We don’t need 
more government interfer- 
ence, we need less,” Haes- 
loop stated. 


There are over 2,000,000 
federal civil servants in 
overnment employ, Haes- 
oop pointed out, and to use 
the current assets of the 
federal retirement system 
to shore up Social Security, 
in his.mind, would be, in ef- 
fect, stealing from those 
“ae bes who are now 
contributing to their re- 
tirement fund.

least one test. 

More than 700 students in 
the seventh through 10th 
grades took the tests, but 
the results submitted to the 
board covered only the 162 
ninth-grade and 180. 10th- 
grade participants. 

A large majority of those 
students passed at least one 
test and many of them pas- 
sed two or all three tests. 

Of the 162 ninth grad- 
ers, there were 62 students 
falling below the passing 
mark in reading, 21 stu- 
dents below in writing and 
59 students in math. 

Of the 180 10th-graders, 
there were 52 students 
below passing in reading, 19 
students in writing and 61 
students in math. 

Figures are not yet avail- 
able for the seventh and 
eighth-graders.

CONGRATULATIONS MRS. ORTON! 

As announced April 4, we sought entrants for the Real- 
tors’ contest to see who had lived in their home the 
longest. We had the privilege of meeting many fine 
Albany pioneers. Our winner, Mrs. Elizabeth Orton, is 
a delightful lady who bought her home in upper Albany 
just off Solano, on October 20, 1914, and she showed the 
deed to prove it! She and her husband, a San Fran- 
cisco manufacturer, bought the home through a Real- 
tor, from its builder, H. C. Pfrang, for $3,650. There 
were only 3 homes on the street, and the entire area 
was open, providing a magnificent bay view, which is 
now slightly obscured by homes and trees. The home, 
a beautiful brown-shingle, is in mint condition, has 
lovely rich paneled walls, beam ceilings, gleaming 
oak hardwood floors, and a manicured garden. A 
home anyone would love to own! 


Mrs. Orton, who proudly admits to 90 years of age, 
recalls the old days when the S.P. red trains ran on 
Main St. (Solano) to the old power house below where 
Oaks Theater was later built. She recalls the Lenfesty 
grocery store (now Baskin-Robbins), the Van Etten* 
dry goods store, and describes a Mrs, Gordon who 
drove her herd of dairy cows daily from the hill where 
St. Mary’s now stands, across Solano, to stake them 
out on what is now Peralta Ave. Beloved old John 
Glavinovich, our first Town Marshall was a Close 
frined of the Ortons, and she recalls how the children 
followed him around. 


Mrs. Orton was one of the founders of the Berkeley 
Women’s City Club in 1927, served on its Board and 
was honored by her friends there last November on 
her 90th birthday, with a reception, followed by a din+ 
ner at Spenger’s. She worked for the American Red 
Cross since World War |, organizing many chapters. 
She later did volunteer work in Berkeley, teaching 
First Aid to many from 1932 until retirement. She was 
also a talented professional musician and singer, at St. 
Mary’‘s Cathedral in San Francisco. Despite a sight 
impairment, she is independent, does her own shop- 
ping, and maintains one of Albany’s loveliest homes.

sions. Death from 
heatstroke is due to dehyd- 
ration and shock combined 
with damage to the heart 
muscle, kidneys, and brain. 
And a dog who survives se- 
vere heatstroke may still 
suffer permanent brain 
damage. It sounds awful. It 
is. But it can all be pre- 
vented. 

Never leave your dog (or 
cat) inside your car on a hot 
day. For example, on an 85 
degrees Fahrenheit day 
(29.4 degrees Celsus), the 
temperature inside your 
car (even with the windows 
slightly opened) will reach 
102 degrees Fahrenheit 
(38.8 degrees Celsus) in 10 
minutes; and in 30 minutes 
it will rise to 120 degrees 
Fahrenheit (48.8 degrees 
Celsus). And that’s without 
your dog inside. Just im- 
agine how quickly and how 
high the temperature will 
rise when you add your 
dog’s normal body heat to 
the confined space! 
Likewise, never leave your 
dog outdoors on a hot day 
unless you have made sure 
that he/she has access to 
shade and water. 

But what if you are pre- 
sented with a dog whom you 
suspect from the cir- 
cumstances and appear- 
ances to be suffering from 
heatstroke? What should 
you do? First, take his/her 
rectal temperature with an 
ordinary people thermome- 
ter. If none is available, feel 
the dog; does it feel very 
hot? Place your hands on 
either side of the chest; can 

ou feel a rapid, pounding 
heart? If heatstroke ap- 
pears likely, then you must 
quickly immerse the dog in 
a continuous flow of cold 
water until the body temp- 
erature is lowered. A gar- 
den hose will do quite nicely 
— so will the bathroom 
shower (cold water only). 
You can even combine the 
shower with an ice bath 
using ice cubes from your 
kitchen refrigerator. Vig- 
orously massage the dog at 
the same time. This will 
help restore to general cir- 
culation the blood which 
has pooled in the skin. If the 
atient wants to drink, let 
im/her do so — small 
amounts at a time. Take the 
temperature every five to 
ten minutes; it should start 
to fall within 15 minutes or 
so. If it does not begin to 
drop, call your veterina- 
rian, and say that you are 
on your way with a 
heatstroke victim. When

addition of new courses to 
assist students in meeting 
the proficiency require- 
ments. 

This caused Mrs. Ganong 
and others to express con- 
cern over possible ‘‘dilu- 
tion’’ of the regular 
courses. They showed more 
interest in Walker’s com- 
ment that a ‘‘learning 
workshop”’ outside the reg- 
ular courses and summer 
sessions might be created 
to help students. 

Students generally did
